THoucH American tin plate is a young aspirant 
for export honors, it passed the million-dollar mark 
in the value of its exportations during the calendar 
year 1906, the tin and terne plates and taggers’ tin 
exported being valued at $1,001,688, against $702.977 
in 1905 and $651,774 in 1904; the quantity exported 
in 1906 being 27,064,477 pounds, against 17,787,392 
pounds in the preceding year. 








_ Near ty all the countries of the world were custom- 
ers of Uncle Sam’s hardware store in 1906. The fig- 
ures of the Bureau of Statistics show that the exports 
of American iron and steel and manufactures thereof 
for 1906 aggregated $172,555,588, an increase of $29,- 
625,075 over the total exports of 1905. The exports 
of all products in 1906 show an increase, with the 
single exception of billets, blooms and ingots, which 
show a decrease of $607,250. From the standpoint of 
advanced manufactures the exports of builders’ hard- 
ware, saws and tools, and machines and machinery,

‘disclosed. It became evident that the hardware re- 
tailers of the country are waking up to their great op- 
portunities for increasing trade by closer attention to 
window-trimming. 

As in our competition of 1904 the winning picture 
came out of the West, the first prize going to Great 
Falls, Montana. The second prize went to Sedalia, 
Missouri, the third to Trenton, Missouri, and the 
fourth to Milwaukee, Wis. 

Thus it will be seen that interest in window trim- 
ming is not confined to the largest cities of the coun- 
try, but is widespread among the hardware fraternity. 
The result of the contest also proves that it does not 
require a professional window-dresser to trim a hard- 
ware window so as to attract attention, which means 
to attract trade, and to qualify for a prize in a window 
display competition. 

Our thanks are due and are hereby tendered to the 
judges—Messrs. W. H. Bennett, H. W. Beegle, and 
Gustav R. Lott—for the conscientious and painstaking 
manner in which they examined the photographs and 
descriptions submitted, and awarded the prizes, not 
knowing the names or addresses of the competitors, 
with sole regard to the merits of the window trim. 
That their task was no easy one is evidenced by the 
fact that they awarded “honorable mention” to nearly 
a score of photographs besides those that gained the 
four cash prizes. 

We also desire to thank the hardware men who 
took pains: to trim their windows for the contest and 
trust their efforts will result in direct benefit to their 
trade.

Metal number of leading manufacturers of 
Conference. roofing tin, as well as some of the 
Philadelphia jobbers of that commodity. It is to be 
regretted, however, that the representation of the 
jobbers of the East was not larger, especially in view 
of the charge made by the sheet metal workers that 
the jobbers no longer give them the protection they 
need in their business, since in some cases consumers 
have been able to buy at lower prices than the roofer. 

In all such controversies the spirit of independence 
sometimes prevails—the kind of spirit that leads a 
manufacturer or a jobber to say: “It is none of your 
business to whom I sell my goods;” but this spirit is 
one that invariably provokes opposition and antagon- 
ism on the part of the regular dealer in any com- 
modity, who feels, and rightly feels, that the live-and- 
let-live policy is the best for all concerned. 

In the present condition of the tin roofing business 
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it would be sad if threats and recriminations were in- 
dulged in by the representatives of any class con- 
cerned in the matter or by individuals. To place the 
industry upon the substantial basis which it formerly 
occupied there must be a getting together of all the 
interests that go to constitute the tin roofing business. 
There must be a pulling together and not a pulling 
apart. 

The manufacturers as a rule, we believe, are hon- 
estly and seriously inclined to improve the standing 
of tin as a roofing material by every legitimate means 
in their power. 

The jobbers, of course, want to sell goods. To this 
end the demand for roofing tin must be encouraged 
and fostered. 

Both the manufacturer and the jobber depend for 
their business to a very large extent upon the local 
personal efforts of the master sheet metal worker, 
who persuades the customer to use tin for roofing and 
uses all manner of tinner’s supplies. 

It is satisfactory to know that the consensus of 
opinion at the Philadelphia conference appeared to 
favor the prompt recognition and redress of any 
grievance properly formulated and expressed by the 
master sheet metal workers to the manufacturer and 
the jobber. This is the right sort of getting together. 
Specific charges of unfair dealing are preferable to 
glittering generalities. They can be taken up one 
by one by the parties interested and the evils com- 
plained of can be corrected if their existence is duly 
verified, but general charges are hard to meet and 
often harder to refute, no matter how baseless they 
may be. 

It is understood that the officers of the National 
Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers will pro- 

ceed to formulate without delay the requests to be 
made of the jobbers in the interest of trade protec- 
tion, and we repeat that much good, therefore, may 
come of the conference, provided the spirit that ani- 
mates all concerned is that expressed in the new 
motto suggested for the National Association, to-wit: 

“Co-operation Advances Trade Interests.” 








A VERY important and useful work, which deserves 
more formal recognition than it gets, is being done 
South by the Bureau of Manufactures of the 
American Department of Commerce and Labor at 
Trade Washington. The Daily Consular and 
Opportunities. T+. 4e Reports issued by the Bureau and 
freely distributed to the press of the country are ful! 
of valuable information for American manufacturers 
and others seeking trade opportunities abroad. Many 
newspapers avail themselves freely of these daily re- 
ports, finding in them a perennial source of “copy,” 
and there are few publications that do not recognize 
their value, though credit is seldom given the Bureau 
for its work. 

Ever since the famous trip of Secretary Root to 
South America, the consular reports regarding trade 
with South American countries have been both num- 
erous and interesting. The opportunities afforded in 
those countries for the extension of our export trade 
are pointed out almost daily, but most of the consuls 
lament the lack of direct trade communication between 
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the United States and South American ports. As ay 
example, Alban G. Snyder, our consul-general in .\-- 
gentina, calls attention to the fact that there is practi- 
cally no direct communication between the United 
States and the important port of Buenos Aires, ,|| 
American goods imported into Argentina being sent 
by the way of England. 

The service between Europe and Buenos Aires js 
regular and the trips are frequent, taking but from 
sixteen to twenty days, whereas vovages to the United 
States frequently take from twenty-five to fifty days. 
The chief improvement in the matter of shipping fa- 
cilities between the United. States and Buenos Aires, 
says Consul-General Snyder, should be the establish- 
ment of a fast steamship line between the two coun- 
tries, as the present service may be considered the 
greatest drawback to the upbuilding of Ameri- 
can trade with the Argentine Republic. 

Congress having killed the ship subsidy bill, ship- 
owners who are patriotic enough to make an effort to 
improve our communications with Buenos Aires and 
other great South American ports must do so without 
hope of government aid. But the prospects for a 
large trade with those ports would seem to justify the 
establishment of American lines of steamships. Con- 
sul-Genera! Snyder assures us that trade with Argen- 
tina, for instance, may be materially increased if given 
sufficient attention and that the following American 
goods would find a good market there: Builders’ 
hardware, stoves—especially all kinds of oil stoves, 
garden tools, haying tools, metal bedsteads, and paints 
and varnishes, the latter now being imported from 
France and Italy. 

The same story of opportunities awaiting Americar 
enterprise is told by our consular representatives in 
the other large republics of South America and it 
should surely pay manufacturers to take note of such 
chances for trade. South America plainly needs our 
goods and we need its markets. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

A German scientist recently announced details of 
his experiments in connection with the discovery that 
metals have odors, declaring that the odorous emana- 
tions from metallic bodies are similar in character to 
those’ of radioactive bodies. 

In the first experiment of Herr Gruhn it was shown 
that a piece of copper, aluminum, tin, or other metal 
possesses a slight odor, which many persons are 
unable to detect. In the second experiment the same 
pieces of metal were heated above a lamp to a moder- 
ate temperature, when they were found to give off 
strong odors, which readily were distinguishable by 
anybody. 

The third experiment showed that if a piece of 
metal be heated for about an hour, its temperature 
being kept constant, it at first gives off a strong smell, 
which gradually decreases in intensity until it is just 
equivalent to its smell in the cold state. If, however, 
heating be discontinued and the metal cooled, it no 
more shows the least trace of smell. Another heat- 
ing immediately afterward will produce only a slight 
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-nell, The metal thus appears to have become well 
,ich exhausted, but a fourth experiment showed that 
\hen a piece of metal deprived of its smell was kept 
a cold state two or three hours and then heated 
anew, it was found to have been restored to its pre- 
vious power, smelling strongly as a fresh piece of

metal. 
It seems to me, however, that at least as far as the 


precious metals, gold and silver, are concerned, the 
discoveries of Herr Gruhn were anticipated in 
\merica. Didn’t certain preachers cn this side of the 
\tlantic discover several years ago that Rockefeller’s 
gold and silver are tainted and smell to high heaven? 
And are they not still holding their noses?

From the Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch I learn that a 
dispute recently arose in northern Ohio as to who is 
the shortest man in that section of the footstool. 
Charles Wooley, constable, of Forest, said to be the 
smallest constable in the world, was one of the claim- 
ants for the honor. He measures 51 inches in height 
and weighs 115 pounds. George Myers, of Lima, 
was another contestant. He is engaged in the hard- 
ware business in that city and is 51% inches high. 
But Walter Wetheral, a rural mail carrier, who lives 
in Lima, won the distinction in a walk, being only 48 
inches in height. It is claimed that he can handle 
heavy mail as easily as any man half as tall again.

A Missouri man was recently asked to make off- 
hand a list of the goods usually to be found in a well- 
equipped hardware store. Writing as fast as he could 
he presently evolved the following list: 

“Iron and steel horse and mule shoes, sheet and 
corrugated iron, tin plate, nails, staples, bar and 
smooth wire, wheelbarrows, grindstones, rope, axle 
grease, building paper, gas engines, stoves, corn shell- 
ers, cider mills, lawn mowers, boys’ express wagons, 
ice skates, roller skates, ice cream freezers, poultry 
netting, wire cloth, field fence, refrigerators, wagon 
and carriage hardware and woodwork, washing ma- 
chines, farm, church and school bells, rope and wire 
cables, anvils and vises, shelf and builders’ hardware, 
edge tools, cutlery, silver-plated ware, guns, revolvers, 
ammunition, sporting goods, harness strap work and 
saddlery hardware, enameled, copper, galvanized and 
japanned wares, tinware, house furnishing goods, 
scales, tinners’ tools, tackle blocks, natural gas heating

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THE STEEL CORPORATION’S BUSINESS. 








It is believed that the forthcoming report of the 
United States Steel Corporation will show that the 
corporation, since its organization in 1901, has ex- 
pended $385,000,000 in new construction, acquisitions, 
replacements and maintenance. New construction 
alone is placed at $148,000,000, maintenance at $130,- 
000,000, extraordinary replacements at $60,000,000, 
and acquisitions at about $50,000,000. 

The year 1906 exceeds all others in the construction, 
maintenance and replacement account. New construc- 
tion in 1906 reached $40,000,000, compared with $24,- 
000,000 in 1905, and maintenance and replacements 
aggregate $45,000,000 more, compared with $36,000,- 
000 in 1905. 

The Steel Corporation produced last year 17,000,000 
tons of pig iron, or 43 per cent of the country’s total 
and 18.6 per cent of the world’s total» This is about 
the same percentage as in 1902. That is to say, the 
iron and steel industry outside has grown as rapidly as 
the big corporation. It is therefore believed that the 
total expenditures of the iron and steel works of the 
United States in new construction, maintenance, and 
replacements in the past six years will approximate 
$1,000,000,000, or an average of $175,000,000 annually. 

The output of the pig iron furnaces of the United 
States in 1906 is valued at about $400,000,000. The 
increase since 1902 is nearly 50 per cent. Transformed 
into steel and its many forms of finished products, the 
value of the 1906 product goes into big figures.—

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DOES PROGRAM ADVERTISING PAY? 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


A majority of the manufacturers and jobbers feel 
it is about time to call a halt on the retailers who lay 
tribute on the former to help pay convention expenses 
by soliciting program advertising. ; 

A speaker at the late Connecticut state retail hard- 
ware convention used the following illustration: “If 
a good customey should solicit a contribution for a 
Catholic fair from a Protestant merchant, why would 
he grant the request without protest? For the same 
reason a manufacturer or jobber contributes to asso- 
ciation program advertising when they know it is not 
advertising and the so-called ad. is of little value to 
them,” 

Good things come from South Dakota. Last year 
the national secretary of the Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation, when in that state, denounced in positive 
terms the hardware merchants, advertising in baseball 
programs, church fair programs, etc., which is the 
same to the retailer as convention hardware program 
advertising is to the jobbers and manufacturers, At 
the recent annual convention of the South Dakota 
Retail Hardware Association, President E. D. Haw- 
kins, of Vermillion, S. D., condemned the practice of 
forcing manufacturers and jobbers to contribute 
when there is doubt as to getting benefits therefrom. 
He said in his annual address: 

In my judgment some of the reforms we are interested 
in as an association must be brought about by co-operation 
with the manufacturer and jobber, and in order that there 
should be a perfect understanding there should not be a trace 
of anything that looks like unfair advantage. Some of the 
jobbers seem to feel that it is necessary for them to advertise 
in the association programs, and to take space at the conven- 
tion, or they are liable to lose favor with the hardware 
dezlers and thereby lose trade. If the jobber and the manu- 
facturer get no money return for advertising in programs 
and for exhibiting at conventions, it would seem to be in the 
nature of a hold-up on the part of the association, and cer- 
tainly should be discontinued. I believe as long as there is a 
feeling among some of the jobbers and manufacturers that 
they are being unjustly dealt with, that this association and 
all other associations should pass resolutions to the effect 
that if, in the judgment of the jobber or manufacturer, he 
feels that he is not getting a reasonable return for the money 
expended, the association would not hold him under obliga- 
tions to advertise or to make an exhibit at the convention. 
I believe exhibits are of value both to the retailer and to the 
exhibitor, but I am not so certain as to the value of “ads” 
in souvenir programs. 

M;. R. H. Myers of the Missouri association calls 
this class of advertising “fake advertising,” and at 


-the Kansas City hardware convention in January he 


said: 

I am against fake advertising. It is a common thing with 
us in the larger cities, and no doubt to some extent in the 
smaller ones,.that when some church affair or social enter- 
tainment is to be gotten up with a program they seek to 
raise money by filling it with advertising. From among your 
customers a representative is selected to call on you at your 
store and ask for a $5 or $10 advertisement. This became 
so troublesome and annoying that when our local Retail 
Merchants’ Association was formed it was one of the first 
matters taken up. We at once passed a resolution that was 
signed by every house except one or two, and we finally 
succeeded in getting even them in, that no advertisement of 
any kind in the shape of program or other special advertising 
outside of the regular newspapers and journals should be 
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allowed. To our surprise and gtatification we found ; 
worked like a charm. I think I am safe in saying that thi; 
action resulted in a saving to us of $500 a year formerly 
spent for advertising that was never of any practical adyjn- 
tage to us, and which acting individually we could not tury 
down without incurring the displeasure of our customer, 


It is a delicate matter for some wholesalers to tury 
down the convention program requests, and man) 
“put up,” not expecting value but to hold the good 
will of the party making the request, and, if he knows 
the feeling of the one solicited, it is almost blackmail, 

Again, some who have a limited amount to expen 
for advertising use up a goodly portion of the appro- 
priation in these programs, do not get results and s1\ 
“Advertising don’t pay,” and legitimate mediums suf 
fer thereby. 

It is high time for retailers to wake up to the fact 
that by forcing their advertisers to pay against their 
will, they are not gaining their support and sympathy. 
but rather their desire to wish the retailers’ conven 
tions down and out. 

If the retailers would get out a program as do the 
jobbers at their annual convention, without advertis- 
ing, it would be better for all concerned. When the, 
get out these large souvenir programs of 100 pages 
or more, many an advertiser, instead of wishing the 
association success, secretly wishes it sunk to the bot- 
tcm of the sea. 

The souvenir programs would soon be a thing of 
the past if the retailers would apply the golden rule 
to this program advertising, 

It is very narrow for them to say or even think 
their advertisement is good for the manufacturer and 
baseball program advertising bad for them. 

There are many who hope that next season retailers 
will not lay tribute, without reward, on their best 
friends, and as it is through the trade press that man) 
trade abuses are corrected, I trust trade papers in 
general will so impress upon the retailers this un- 
businesslike propositicn that it will appear as odious 
to them as to the manufacturers and jobbers.

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PUMICE STONE . 








Pumice, as is well known, is of volcanic origin, 
being a trachytic lava which has been rendered light 
by the escape of gases when in a molten state. It is 
found on most of the shores of the Tyrhenian Sea and 
elsewhere, but is at present almost exclusively obtained 
from the little Island of Lipari. 

Most of the volcanoes of Lipari have ejected pum- 
aceous rocks, but the best stone, according to the Lon- 
don News, is all the product of one mountain, Monte 
Chirica, nearly 2,000 feet in height, with its two acces- 
sory craters. The district in which the pumice is ex- 
cavated covers an area of three square miles. It has 
been calculated that about 1,000 hands are engaged in 
this industry, Goo of whom are employed in extricating 
the mineral. 

Pumice is brought to the surface in large blocks or 
in baskets, and is carried thus either to the neighboring 
village or to the seashore, to be taken there in boats. 
The supply is said to be practically inexhaustible. 
Pumice is used not merely for scouring and cleansing 
purposes, but also for polishing in numerous trades.

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A MANUFACTURER’S GREETING. 


Interesting Address by F. E. Muzzy to the Connecticut 
Hardware Dea ers. 


At the fourth annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Hardware Association at Hartford, Conn., February 
20, the following address was delivered by Mr. F. E. 
Muzzy, vice-president of the Stevens Arms & Tool 
Co., Chicopee Falls, Mass.: | 


It affords me great pleasure to bring to you to-day greet- 
ings and good will from the American Hardware Manufac- 
turers’ Association, that I am delegated to represent. The 
president of our Association has often expressed, in no un- 
certain terms, his loyalty to the retailer, and his views on 
this subject.are in accord with the views of every member 
His candor and fearlessness command the respect and ad- 
miration, I believe, of every retailer and jobber, and his bid- 
ding would be to extend to you the right hand of fellow- 
ship. 

We realize that you are our distributors—that as you 
prosper we prosper—and although many of us can distribute 
our goods more economically through the jobber, it does not 
prevent our. having the same interest in your welfare as 
though we sold to you direct. 

Nearly every hardware manufacturer whose goods you 
distribute is trying, in his own way, to assist you. His 
methods may not always meet with your approval, but if he 
makes mistakes, they are of the head and not.of the heart. 

I am pleased to note the decided progress made in every 
way by the retail hardware merchant during the last decade; 
more than during the half century before, and especially 
are they to-day more determined than: ever to surmount the 
obstacles which always beset every undertaking. 

The retail hardware merchants of the United States. are 
the best and brainiest class of retail merchants in the.coun- 
try; yes, in the world. Bradstreet and Dun show them the 
strongest financially, and especially so in the small towns 
and cities, where they are the molders of public opinion. 

Your associations are better organized for work and ac- 
complish more than any other trade organization in the field 
in which they work, for which you should feel justly proud. 

In the older associations they no*longer meet for a love 
feast only, but to work and to do. They are fast accumulating 
members, and in numbers there is strength, so if every mem- 
ber does his duty in an incredibly short time, every retail 
hardware merchant will belong to your association, as he 
should, leaving the “dealers” only behind whom you should 
convert into merchants, for it is the “dealers” and not the 
merchants who lose to the catalogue houses the § per cent of 
this country’s hardware sales. 

AN AGE OF ORGANIZATION. 

This is an age of organization. All of the larger indus- 
tries, both manufacturing and mercantile, are organized for 
self-protection and advancement of their interests. Com- 
petitors from nearby towns whom you think by foul means 
have stolen your legitimate trade, you do not find when meet- 
ing them at conventions that they have horns and cloven 
feet as you imagine. You cease to cut your profits to injure 
them, not benefiting yourself, and all are benefited thereby. 

You can not stand still. You either progress or retro- 
grade, and it is entirely up to you to advance or recede. Every 
failure has its excuses justifying the failure. Business meth- 
ods change and you must change with them. 

Because your grandfather was a successful merchant, 
heated his store with a fireplace and lighted it with a tallow 
“dip,” does not signify that you, to be successful, must do 
likewise. 

Modern times require modern efforts. I would not dare 
offer you advice, which is so freely given and rarely accepted, 
but my varied experience—starting in a retail store polish- 
ing stoves, then clerking, traveling for jobbers, owning retail 
stores, connected with a jobbing house, and later manufactur- 
ing—leads me to offer a few suggestions which I beg of you 
to take home and give your serious consideration. 

Nearly all of us belong to the ancient and honorable 
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order of bargain hunters, and if we can buy a hat of equal 
value and same brand at one store for $4.00 that our friend 
up the street asks $5.00 for, the dollar often is stronger than 
friendship or sentiment, 

A majority of retailers, both merchants and dealers, 
make a serious mistake in asking unreasonable profit on small 
items. Last week I went into a large retail hardware store 
with a friend of mine who wanted a wood handled gimlet. 
He was shown one and price quoted was 15 cents. My friend 
said it was not just what he wanted and went across the 
street to a 5 and 10 cent store, where he bought identically 
the same size and quality of gimlet for 5 cents. He laughed 
and said: “I guess the next time I want any small item, 
I will not bother that hardware man.” 

I was commenting on this line of pricing to a retailer 
in Nova Scotia last summer who was selling small papers 
of D. P. tacks at 5 cents per package. He replied to my 
comments that the item was so small there was no profit, 
taking time and expense into consideration, even if he got 
10 cents a package and if he sold, as he should, two or three 
packages for 5 cents, he would sell no more during the year 
in dollars and cents. 

CUSTOMERS DRIVEN AWAY. 

Such high profits on small items, too small for the con- 
sumer to complain of, drives him to the 5 and Io-cent store, 
racquet and department stores and catalogue houses. You 
lose customers and don’t know why. You establish a reputa- 
tion as being high priced, which is fatal to any merchant. 

When I first moved to Chicopee Falls, I bought of a 
local hardware man a common 6-inch four-piece elbow and 
a 6-inch damper for a laundry stove; was charged 25 cents 
for one and 35 cents for the other. I pleasantly commented 
on the prices and was politely informed they were correct. 
We have ever since been friendly, but I never bought a 
dollar’s worth in his store after that to this date. 

How many customers have you lost that you know noth- 
ing about? 

Nothing has done as much to build up the hardware 
department in the racquet and department stores and cata- 
logue houses as these methods, for which, as stated before, 
the hardware men are largely responsible. 

Many retailers and a few jobbers have not discovered 
the value of cash discounts. Bills carrying a 2 per cent cash 
discount that are net 30 days mean, for the 20 days of time, 
that you have the same as 364 per cent annual interest. 

Bills carrying 2 per cent in 10 days and net 60 days 
from date of invoice mean that a merchant can afford to 
borrow money and pay 14 3-5 per cent and discount his bills. 

It pays to borrow money at 5 per cent to discount bills 
that carry a 2 per cent cash discount in 60 days and are net 
five months from date. No intelligent merchant would think 
of embarking in business and borrowing a part of his cap- 
ital, paying 15 per cent for the use of the same, yet this is 
just what hundreds of the brightest merchants in the United 
States are doing to-day. 

Prosperous jobbers and catalogue houses never miss a 
cash discount. They realize the profit that it means to them 
and they figure on saving every cent. Then why not the re- 
tail merchant? It is a profit that you cannot afford to miss, 
besides sustaining a reputation as prompt paying which is 
valuable to every merchant. Do not get into the habit of 
taking your discount five or ten days after the discount 
period has passed. It is odious to the one that you send it 
to even if they do not complain to you, and remember ex- 
cuses such as “the bookkeeper has been ill,” or “mislaid your 
invoice” or “goods have jast arrived” have been worn thread- 
bare. A jobber or a manufacturer will correct an error as 
promptly and as cheerfully if the invoice has been paid as if 
it remains unpaid. 

WINDOW DISPLAYS ATTRACT. 

How many times we have all been interested by attrac- 
tive window displays when goods were priced and the prices 
have drawn us into the store, and not necessarily cut prices? 
Many of us are too modest to inquire about prices of goods 
we do not need, but a natty tie we can always use. If we 
see the price and it suits we will go into the store and buy, 
and, if properly treated, are more than likely to call again. 
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The country hardware retailer has been sadly lacking in 

window display, but thanks to the associations and trade 
press, changes for the better are coming by leaps and bounds 

They tell us that 80 per cent of the household neces;; 
ties and luxuries are bought by women. The average hari- 
ware store is not an inviting place for her to shop. The 
floors are dirty, she is liable to tear her dress on a nail keg 
or stub her toe against a box of axes and she shuns {), 
hardware store; when she does visit it to select a stove 
or washing machine, she takes a male companion to protect 
her and the hardware man wonders why the druggist and 
grocery man, with a poor assortment of inferior quality, se) 
so many knives, scissors, shears, table cutlery, etc., and the 
department and racquet stores the small household utensil; 
Make the store attractive for women shoppers. 

He also wonders why. it is necessary for him to co: 
tinue increasing the volume of his sales on staple goods that 
bear but little profit to keep up his gross profit when he alone 
is to blame for not selling more light profitable goods at ; 
reasonable profit. 

Volumes have been written and the trade papers ar 
filled with articles on advertising and salesmanship, both) 
essential to modern merchandising, and I will only add the 
old theory that “goods well bought are half sold” has been 
exploded. There is more made by good selling than good 
buying. Every buyer imagines he buys a little lower than 
any of his competitors. This he has proven to him by those 
who sell him. Possibly he does buy some items lower but 
not on the average. This I know from experience, having 
been both a buyer and a seller. 

DEPEND UPON THE RETAILER. 

As I said at the first, we depend largely upon you for 
our success or failure. On the other hand, if we are pros 
perous we can be of great assistance to you. We have our 
troubles the same as you have yours. We want and need 
your help and co-operation and believe you will give as 
freely to us as we have given to you. Our interests are 
interwoven. 

Many manufacturers are cultivating foreign trade, now 
in its infancy as far as we are concerned. We.are not look- 
ing for dumping grounds but to increase our output. My 
company quotes no lower prices for export than to the 
domestic trade, and although we have all and more than we 
can do to-day to satisfy the home market, we realize it takes 
years to build up a foreign trade which, if once established 
and properly taken care of, is steady and dependable. New 
fields are opening that are legitimately ours but we lack the 
facilities for reaching this trade, especially South America 
and the Orient, and we ask for your moral support. We 
need it. The larger our volume of production, the cheaper 
we can manufacture and the lower in price we can supply 
you our goods, and should we in future meet business de- 
pressions at home, our foreign trade would keep our fac- 
tories running full capacity to your benefit as well as ours 
Some of our brightest and best-posted men propose shir 
subsidy to build up our merchant marine. It is not for me to 
say to you that this is the best or the only way, but ways 
and means will soon be found that will be satisfactory to 
the majority, and we will expect you to be in the front 
ranks to fight with us; it is of vital importance to us anc 
it is of vital importance to you. 

There is another matter that is not given the considera 
tion it deserves, which is of great importance to the country 
as a whole and especially to retailers and manufacturers, tha’ 
is the training of our boys in the public schools and colleges 

The elergyman studies theology, the doctor anatomy an¢ 
medicine and so on throughout the professions. No so witl 
the skilled mechanic. 

Many a boy when graduated from the grammar schoo! 
high school or college is unable to earn a decent livelihood 
The trades are searching for competent men, business open 
ings are unfilled, and there is a crying demand for com 
petent help in every line and everywhere. 

MANUAL TRAINING COMING. 

The time is coming, as sure as day follows night, whe 
our boys will be fitted in our public schools for busines 
mechanics, carpenters, masons and all trades. To-day 
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- boy, even with an education, cannot start as an appren- 
vecause the wages for the first two or three years will 
ay for his board and clothes, but if trained in sales- 
ship, for business, or a trade, he would be self-support- 
- soon as he left the schoolroom and eventually make a 
successful business man or better artisan or mechanic. 

fhese national changes come slow; it takes time to 
create favorable public sentiment. Agitate this important 
abject so at the earliest possible moment our schools and 
ewes will be sending forth independent and not depend- 
ent, competent instead of incompetent boys and men. 

We especially urge of you to assist in bringing about 
an early date this change of conditions. 

\s actions speak louder than words, I would call your 
attention to the work of the jobbers and hardware manufac- 
turers who were responsible for the resolution passed by the 

National Board of Trade at their annual convention held 
January 15 and 16 last at Washington, D. C., as follows: 

' “Resolved, That the National Board of Trade is opposed 
to any legislation looking to the establishment of a parcels 
carrying system in connection with the Postoffice Depart- 
ment of the country at this time,” and this after the National 
Board of Trade had endorsed parcels post for twelve years 
in succession. Thus you see we work for your interest when 
vou least expect it. 

Allow me to compliment you for not laying tribute on 
iobbers and manufacturers for the issue of your program. 
Some of the western associations have “got the habit” and 
do not realize that it is time to stop. 

Some of the members term church fair, baseball pro- 
eram, etc., advertising as “fake advertising.” Your national 
secretary has condemned it, and it is the same to you as 
hardware convention program advertising is to jobbers and 
manufacturers. 

A good customer soliciting funds for a Catholic fair 
from a Protestant merchant is rarely turned down. Why? 
For the same reason a jobber or manufacturer does not turn 
down convention program advertising. 

I ask your pardon for occupying so much of your time 
and sincerely thank you for the compliment you pay our 
association in inviting us to meet with you, and trust that 
you will bear in mind that we are your friends, ever ready 
to co-operate with you and grant your requests when con- 
sistent with good business, realizing you would make none 
other.

Advertisements should make their strongest appeal 
to that sense which is intended to be satisfied by the 
goods displayed, says Warwick S..Carpenter in Sell- 
ing Magazine. “Rub your poor, tired, aching, swol- 
len feet with Oliver’s Oil.” Can you not feel how 
your poor, tired, swollen feet are aching, and how 
soothing the oil is? Which of our senses is most 
strongly affected by hardware? Surely, sight is first. 
Then our reasoning faculty is stimulated, and the time 
is ripe for the intelligent use by the advertisement 
writer of the theory of association of ideas. A psy- 
chological study of the mechanical mind would lead to 
the throwing out of the irrelevant cuts and the glitter- 
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ing generalities, and the substitution of rational anq 
scientific advertising. 
* * * 

The problem of advertising to-day is to cut down 
the time necessary to reach the cumulative effect. 
Get the thing known at once, at any cost, if you have 
any reasonable chance of getting your money back at 
a profit. Quick action and lots of it is what is needed, 
Don’t figure percentages of selling expense too closely 
at the start, advises Edmund Bartlett in Profitable A(- 
vertising. If, on an expenditure of 15 per cent of 
your total sales during the first two years, you can 
get your goods nationally known, whereas by “going 
slow” you could do the same volume of business in 
four years and spend only 7% per cent, go ahead on 
the first plan. It is manifestly better and cheaper. 
You will not only gain two years, but if your product 
is an improvement on something else you will displace 
some competing article which, in nine cases out of 
ten, can never regain lost ground at your expense. 
One of the astonishing things about some of the quick 
modern advertising successes is the rapidity with which 
certain older and less meritorious (or equally good 
but less skilfully or less lavishly advertised) articles 
join the Down-and-Out Club.

THAT O’NEAL HEATING PROBLEM.

| have been quite interested in the inquiries of W. 
(. O'Neal as to the problem of heating an upstairs 

m, also in the criticisms and suggestions offered 
hrough the columns of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
| have enjoyed much, and have got many good point- 
ers from the experiences of American cousins. I 
therefore add my little say and it may be taken for 
what it is worth. 

Mr. O’Neal first asks: Is there any rule by which 
to determine the size of the warm air pipes in a 
heating plant? 

It is common practice to proportion the hot air 







T 


pipes to the cubical contents of the rooms they are to 
supply. 

A very good rule, where the exposure is moderate, 
is to allow one square inch of pipe area to 25 or 30 
cubic feet of contents on the first floor, and where the 
exposure is great, I square inch to 20 cubic feet; and 
for second floor, moderate exposure, 1 square inch of 
pipe area to 35 cubic feet of contents of rooms. 

In answering the second question I would say that 
the furnace is not properly located. Had he set the 
furnace closer to the chimney it would have been 
much better, as he would have quicker returns, and 
it would equalize the location of the pipes to better 
advantage. 

The room in question, 114%4x21'%x8 I-3 = 2,058 
‘ubie feet. Therefore, at moderate exposure, 2,058 
}5 = 58 square inches of pipe area would be required ; 
with one pipe 3%x14 is the best we can do. 

Now as a 3%x10 pipe is only equal to 35 square 
nches under the circumstances, if W. C. O’Neal 
were to place another pipe of the same size in the par- 
‘ition between the hall and front room, cross over 
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between ceiling and floor to a register placed in the 
floor or wall, as indicated, then cut in for cold air 
as suggested by H. H. J., he will find no difficulty in 
heating the room.

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CHEMICAL ACTION ON ROOFING METALS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to the question submitted to your readers 
in vour issue of February 23 by an eastern architect 
and a tin plate manufacturer, whether there is any 
chemical action between sheet copper and galvanized 
iron, and between sheet copper and roofing tin, the 
following is submitted : 

COPPER LININGS FOR GUTTERS. 

My apprenticeship at the roofing trade was served 
many years ago in the leading “shop” in the city of 
St. Louis, Mo. The chemical action between the met- 
als was considered, as well as the expansion and con- 
traction of the metals. The sheet copper gutter lin- 
ings were double locked at the cross seams, not sol- 
dered. The mitre joints were tinned and soldered 
with rosin as a flux. In the course of time owing to 
expansion and contraction, the cross seams would 
wear out on the edge of the bend. To repair those 
seams in a proper manner, a strip of tinned copper 1%4 
inches wide was placed over the seams and soldered 
with plumber’s solder, the upright part of seam being 
wiped with a cloth. The solder was made in the shop 
—60 Ibs. lead to 40 lbs. tin, formula for plumber’s 
solder. The cross seams in the copper gutter were 
scraped with a steel tool, made for that purpose, the 
copper being tinned with rosin. Strict orders were 
given to every workman not to use muriatic acid in 
repairing the cross seams in a copper gutter. 


OGEE COPPER GUTTERS. 

Ogee copper gutters were single locked, the seams 
were soldered with rosin as a flux. A wooden form 
was used to make the ogee form of the gutter. A 
description of the form and the method of using it 
will be given in another article. 

HOW TIN “STANDING SEAM” ROOFING WAS CONNECTED 
WITH COPPER GUTTER. 

In most cases the top face of the wooden crown 
mold was much lower than the back of the gutter, so 
as to allow for overflow. An edge about one-half- 
inch wide was turned outwards and cleated to the 
sheathing. The flat surface of the sheets of tin be- 
tween the standing seams was single locked to the 
copper gutter; the lock edge was clinched tight by 
using a smooth mallet and bottom face of the double 
seaming tool. The seam was pounded tight against 
the end of the sheathing by using a smooth mallet. 
No soldering was required at the connecting joint, 
thus allowing for expansion and contraction. The 
upright ends of standing seams were soldered, and 
the solder was spread on the flat surface of each 
sheet, so as to cover the notch. 

When the copper gutter extended over on the 
sheathing, the roof was generally covered with slate. 

The space between the front part of the copper 
lining and face of wooden ogee crown mold was 
isually covered with flat lock bright tin. This space 
inclined to the front. The connecting joint was made 
in two ways, either single lock or double lock. In 
case of a steep incline towards the front, the single

lock was not soldered the entire length. The cross 
seams in the copper gutter being six thicknesses of 
metal, would not lie close to the sheathing. The joint 
was soldered a short distance on each side of each 
cross seam, and the soldered part was wiped with a 
wet cloth, to remove the acid used in the soldering. 

To solder tin to copper when the copper has’ not 
been tinned previously to making the connecting joint, 
the soldering salts were prepared according to the 
following formula: Pour the muriatic acid in a ves- 
sel; dilute the acid by placing small strips of sheet 
zine in the acid. This formed a gas in the boiling 
process. When the zinc is all burned add a small 
quantity of bicarbonate of. soda. The soda foamed 
up for a short time, then settled to the bottom of the 
vessel. It was claimed that the bicarbonate of soda 
neutralized the effect of the acid on the roofing tin at 
the connecting joint. I will state that no kind of acid 
was used on the main portion of any tin roof which I 
laid. 

EXPERIMENT WITH THE SODA SALTS. 

I took a piece of tin cut from a fruit can, and a 
piece of galvanized iron, steel being the base. The 
galvanized iron was tinned, using ordinary solder 
and soda salts and the tin and galvanized iron were 
connected with a single lock joint. The joint was 
soldered with rosin as a flux. 

The sample showing the rosin on the joint can be 
seen in the office of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

HOW TO SOLDER COPPER AND GALVANIZED IRON, ROSIN 


BEING THE FLUX. 


Copper and galvanized iron can be soldered to- 
gether with rosin as a flux by previously tinning the 
portion of each metal at the connecting joint. Place 
rosin on the tinned part of each metal, apply a hot 
soldering iron and remove the surplus solder by using 
a clean cloth. 

I was always of the opinion that the use of acid on 
tin roofs was more injurious to the life of the metal 
than the exposure to the elements. 

I do not remember connecting a tin roof with a 
copper valley. I have covered roofs with tin, copper, 
galvanized iron and corrugated iron.

In 
fact, in making calculations and allowances for expan- 
sion and contraction every metal roofer appears to be 
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a law unto himself, proceeding not by any rule of gen- 
eral application, but according to his own experience.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 


Reports from nearly every section of the country in- 
dicate a satisfactory volume of spring business and 
jobbers are busy filling orders, which are rapidly dis- 
posing of their heavy stocks. 

There is a decided tendency on the part of retailers 
to mark up prices on goods that are now costing them 
much more than they did last fall and consumers gen- 
erally appear to accept the new conditions as justified 
by the high prices that prevail in all the raw material 
markets. 

Some improvement is noted in deliveries, though 
annoying delays have occurred during the past week 
in the Northwest through heavy snow falls. These 
have also retarded early spring building operations 
and lessened the demand for builders’ hardware. This 
demand is affected, too, by the high price of lumber, 
which deters farmers from putting up new buildings. 
Even in the Twin City territory, however, jobbers re- 
port a satisfactory trade, taking everything into con- 
sideration. 

In the Chicago market the demand for wire and 
wire goods continues very heavy and little complaint 
is heard of high prices. The manufacturers of wire 
nails and other wire products are trying to discourage 
speculative buying and are struggling to fill urgent 
orders for early delivery. Prices on wire nails are 
unchanged at $2.20 in carloads to retailers and $2.25 
for less than carloads, f. o. b. mills. The supply of 
cut nails is still inadequate and premiums are paid for 
prompt shipment. ‘The demand for barb wire is now 
strong in Northern territory and exceeds the supply, 
though the mills are confident of catching up on 
orders. 

A Io per cent advance has been made by the asso- 
ciated manufacturers of chisels and drawing knives. 
Quotations on axes are high under the strong demand 
which is one of the principal features of the hardware 
market. 

Slight advances are noted in hammers, hatchets, 
gate hinges and latches and other lines of cast iron 
hardware. A decline of something like 10 per cent 
has taken place in jobbers’ prices on stove mica, Ad- 
vances in window glass are expected in the near fu- 
ture. 





TIN PLATE. 


The general market for tin plate continues to ex- 
hibit a firm tone with prices unchanged. There is a 
good demand for delivery during the second and third 
quarters at premiums of 10c per box. Mills are work- 
ing to their full capacity and have plenty of business 
booked ahead. Prices of raw material continue high 
and an advance in tin plate prices would not be unex- 


pected.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Market conditions are very strong locally and the de- 
mand is good. Prices are without change and sales of 
various grades in good quantity have been made during 
the week. 

“Large tonnage in southern iron has been closed since 
our last report and some of the largest southern interests 
are out of the market until the last quarter. 

“Northern iron continues strong and business booked 
for third quarter and last half has been beyond criticism. 

“Reports on consumption throughout the country gath- 
ered in an informal way, indicate that there is no let up in 
the melt and that the need for a larger quantity of iron dur- 
ing 1907 will be strong. It is more the rule than the ex- 
‘eption now that foundries and consumers of pig iron every- 
where are running closer on supply than for a long time 
past. The amount of iron on yards and in transit is so 


much lower than what is regularly considered by them to 


. 
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be a safe minimum supply as to keep every one interested 
on the anxious seat to prevent injurious shut-downs. 

“A further postponement for thirty days of the rate 
advance from the South to points north of the Ohio River 
was announced and met with much approval. With about 
seventy-five thousand tons of iron and finished iron products 
on hand in the South, shipments of which are past due, 
this rate postponement means a chance to reduce tonnage 
during the next month. From the South there come reports 
of strenuous efforts being made by various railroads inter- 
ested to relieve the conditions and it is hoped that concerted 
action on the part of these southern lines may result satis- 
factorily. Up to the present time, however, the period taken 
in getting iron to northern points has not been reduced. 

“It is reported that manufacturers of agricultural imple- 
ments are making strong efforts to obtain a reduction in 
price on some of the steel material which will go into 
their product during the next year, but the demand for all 
finished steel lines is so large and insistent that manufac- 
turers are strongly entrenched behind the old argument of 
supply and demand, 

“In almost all finished lines there is no let up in the 
activity which has characterized them for months past and 
mills everywhere are falling behind on contracts. 

“Coke is moderately active and shipments are some- 
what improved over a week ago. Considerable tonnage is 
under offer.” 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“While the past week has been comparatively quiet, the 
situation is without doubt one, of great strength. There has 
been a noticeable improvement in inquiry for delivery over 
the latter part of the year. Whereas a short time ago buy- 
ers seemed only to consider buying for prompt or second 
quarter shipment they are now thinking seriously of what 
they will need for the balance of the year. Southern iron 
is exceedingly firm. Spot iron is readily bringing $23 Birm- 
ingham, while last half material is strong at $18.50. The 
order books of the Ohio furnace men are in excellent shape, 
most of them being filled well into the future. 

“Perhaps one of the most noteworthy features of the 
market during the past week was the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany’s purchase of 5,000 tons of Bessemer for March ship- 
ment. This company finds that it is unable to make enough 
to supply its own needs, and has had quite a little difficulty 
in locating spot material. The fact of the matter is that the 
valley has been pretty thoroughly cleaned up of its basic, 
malleable and Bessemer iron for prompt shipment and for 
delivery over the next two months. In the past few days 
prices of what little valley iron remains have stiffened up 
considerably. 

“A great many of our best authorities who have given 
careful thought and study to the situation tell us that they 
cannot see anything but a strong market for the entire 
balance of 1907. The chances are that the supply of pig iron 
cannot be made to meet the demand during the present 
year. Even if the number of “mushroom” furnaces anticipat- 
ed should be gotten into condition they will find it next to 
impossible to get their raw material. Ore is at present in 
great demand and the supply is short. Old furnace men 
whose plants have been running steadily for years and whose 
ore has been contracted for long since, are put to their wits’ 
end to keep things going. In the South furnaces are well 
sold up through the second quarter and into the third and 
fourth. One of the principal producers in the Birmingham 
district announces that it cannot take on any more business 
for delivery earlier than October. On top of this it is cer 
tain that many of our largest users of pig iron, notably 
agricultural implement and stove manufacturers, have still 
to buy their entire requirements for the last half, and a num- 
ber have not even covered for the second quarter. 

“The condition of the railroads is unimproved, and most 
of the southern furnaces are unable to get hold of suffi- 
cient cars to load out their daily make. 

“The coke market is strong, and inquiries are more numer- 
ous than for some time past.”
